The Senate joint resolution No. 27, proposes the payment of a 
poll tax for the benefit of public free schools us a qualification to 
vote in this State. The undersigned respectfully dissent from the 
adverse report made thereon by the Committee on Constitutional 
Amendments The joint resolution proposes to limit the elective 
francllise to those who pay a poll tax at least thirty d11ys before 
voting, to be evidenced by the receipt of the tax colleclor, which 
shall be stamped as " voted" when the vote is cast, and then re­
turned to the owner. It exemrts from such ,\layment of tuxes the 
S8ldiers of the Mexican war, and of the 1 ~xas revolution, nn.1 
"thos-e, who from age, infirmity, or physical dis.ibility, shall IJe 1111· 

able to earn a support." . 
fhose who object to the propos~d amendment do so upon the 

ground that it requires, in effect, a property qualification to vote. 
The reverse is true; for in express terms it prnposes to r<'peul tile 
property qualification already in tile Constitution of this 8tale, and 
extend the right of free suffruge to all " who from uge, infirmity, or 
physical disability, are unable to earn a support." 
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Section 1, of article 4, of the Constitution of. 'fex~s, provid~s: 
"The following classes of persons shall not vote m this State, viz: 
All paupers supported by the county." No matter how intelligent 

atl'iotic that pauper may be (nor does it matter in what battle 
r/his country he. was ~,isa~le_d), he can~ot vote, because the cur~e 

f poverty is on !nm. I he JO mt reRolutton proposes to correct tins, 
~nd to wipe from the Constitution that property qualification. 

But it goeR further, and requires all those who are able to earn an 
honest Jiving to. do sornctl!ing for the support of ;the govcrn_n?ent, 
·bile enjoying its protect10n and benefits. It reqmres each citizen, 

"hose ci1il<lrcn are being educated by the taxes paid by other men, r coutribute a po\\ tax of less than twn dollars, to help in that 
1 ~udl\ble work. To pay so small a sum is within the power of every 
.\.1e bodied man, and though its payment by him is but a small evi· 
;~cnce that ~IC takes 1111 interest in public affairs, it is some evidence. 
A requirement to pay it harmonizes our system of State govern· 
mcnt with the theory, old as the revolution of '76, that " taxation 
und ;epresentation sho~ld go hand in hand." This wa.s the battle 
cry of the first revolutwn. 

The undersigned canno~ ~ubscrihe"the theory that _all the burdens 
of government should he v1s1ted alone on those whose rndustry ha sac­
eumulated property. The profligate and vicious enjoy equally with 
the industrious the protection of the laws, the free education of their 
children, and the administration of justice, and they should not 
jeopardize by their votes the excellency of those laws, unless t:1ey 
contribute something to support government, and thus show an 
interest in its administration. 

1'hc joint resolution does not propose to disfranchise those who fail 
to pay a property tax, for the simple reason that property when 
taxed, can be seized by the tax collector and sold, and payment can 
be thuR compelled. 

1'he Cvmptrollcr's report shows that the school poll tax, delinquent 
and uncollected, for the year 1882, was over ninety-two tlwusa.ul 
dolla1·s. That amount would furnish fonr months' instruction to 
twenty thousand children of those delinquents. 

If the proposed change in the Constitution should have no other 
effe.::t than to induce those who should have paid that tax, to pay it 
iu full, it will relieve, to that P,xtent, the industrious element in so· 
ciety, whMe property is taxed to make up the deficiency. 

The character of those who should have paid that delinquent poll 
tax cannot be disguised. They consist chiefly of the thriftless, 
irlle and semi-vagrant element of society of both races, who•e num­
ber, us shown by the above figures, is alarming. They are often the 
fathers of children for whose education others are taxed, and use 
the elective franchise reckless of results, contribµting nothing to 
support the government; its stability for them hus no charms, and 
on election day they are the pliant tools of designing men. In many 
places they are so numerou, that our best citizens will not become 
candidates for positions of trust, because they will not resort to the 
means deemed necessary to secure the element known as " thA float­
ing vote." 

The joint. resolution proposes that payment of the poll tax shall 
~1e 1!111rle at least t.hirty days before the election. 'fhus some secur· 
tty 1s found in the fact that no one would attempt to control the 
vote ?f a corrupt man by advancing money to pay his poll tax thirty 
days 111 advance of his vote It proposes also, that the collector's 
c•·rtitiratc of the tax payment, shall be stamped when the vote is 
cast, ancl this offord~ security against fraudulent repeating. 

The tax collector of any county can furnish startling revelations 
concerning the chara<ltcr of theBe delinquent tax payers. 'fhey 
o_ft~u ~eprcsent the extremes of society. The bankrupt. husband, 
ll\·111g Ill luxury, pays an ad valorem tax on the property of his 
wealthy wife, and laughs at the effort to collect from ltim a poll 
h1x .. 'l'hc poor negro who has but one horse is compelled to pay it, 
f'?r.1ts collection can be enforced by the sale of his horse; while the 
v1c1011s and reckless of both races, who own nothing, and consti· 
tutc the most active element at elections, escape its payment alto· 
get her. 

If a property qualification is feared as likely at some time to fol· 
low the adoption of the proposed amendment, it is respectfully sug­
gestc~ that the State Constitution in article 11, section 10, already 
con tarns it. It is there provided that no one but a tax payer in a city 
or town can vote to levy a tax for school purposes. If 11 system of 
local t11xat10n for schools she.ll be extended to rural districts, the 
s~me r~tle must be adopted, or prope!ty would be confiscated under 
1 ie t:txmg power. by the votes of those who have children and owo. 
rotluug. lt is helieved that all of your committee concede this to 
ie \ruP, and favor such a tax in school districts. 

1 he unuersigncd cannot subscribe to the doctrine that the pay­
ment of a property tax is necessary to qualify one to vote in a city 
j'~ ~cJiooJ diHtrict, and yet not even a poll tax should be required of thm Who votes for governor and State officers; unless, it be true, that 

e good of society is more involved in local elections than in gen-

era! elections, where the higher interests of the Ii ves, liberty and 
property of all the people of the whole State are involved. 

The proposition contained in the joint resolution is not new, and 
is recognized in the constitutions of nearly all of the best governed 
States. 

In Georghi the citizen cannot vote unless he has paid all the taxes 
due to the State. (Constitution of 1858). 

The Constitution of 'fennf'SstJe prohibits every citizen from voting 
who has not paid a poll tax. (Constitution of 1870, article 4). 

In New Hampshire no one can vote who does not pay taxes to 
support the government, and this has been the law since 1798. 

In Nt>.w Jersey, as in Texas, no pauper can vote. 
In Pennsylvania no man can vote who has not paid a State or 

county tax at. least one month before the election . 
In Rhode Island no one can vote who is not "really and truly 

posr<essed of real estate of the value of one hundred and thirty.four 
dollars, above i1ll incuml.Jrances," and his deed must have been re­
corded ninety days before the election. 

In Connecticut t.he voter must be of good moral character, and 
must have paid a county tax before he offers to vote. (Constitution 
of 18:17.) 

The tendency to reliev<1 the ballot box from the incubus of vice 
and ignorance is shown by the constitutions of other States. 

In Massachusetts the voter must be able to write his name and 
read in the English language the constitution of his State, while 
Missouri. Colorado and Florida fix a period in the near future, after 
which an educational qualification shl\ll be required. 

·whilst the undersigned do not advocate a property qualification, 
it is respectfully submitted that liberty is only permanent when reg· 
ulated by a pure and well governed ballot, and that the union of 
cornmumsm and democracy has, through all time, when successful, 
eulmioated in despotism the most terrible. 

There is no error concerning government more fallacious than the 
belief that elections or the ballot are the sole basis of liberty. 

Though liberty requires elections, yet when they are not con· 
trolled by intelligence and patriotism, they become its most terrible 
enemy. 

Those who achieved our independence were more jealous than 
we of their privileges, and when new territories were organized, 
they suffered no one to vote unless he had a fixed interest in the 
soil. The act of Congress of July 13, 1787, organizin~ the North­
western Territory, now covered by Ohio, Illinois and Indiana, per­
mittccl no one to vote at a territo1·ial election unless he owned fifty 
acres of land. (Sec. 10.) 

The men who made this law were the companions of Washington 
in achieving independence, and staked their fortunes and lives on 
the doctrine that "taxation and representation should go hand in 
hand." 

The joint resolution proposes no such extreme qualification as 
Jefferson, :Madison and the fathers of democracy imposed on the 
voters in territoriPs. lt requires no property tax, but 11 poll (or 
head) tax, and the advocates of manhood suffrage who fear it, must 
place a poor estimate on that manhood which rebels at being com­
pelled to pay less than two dollars a year to help the State educate 
its children. 

The industrious of both races would, in the judgment of the un· 
dcrsigned, gladly now ingraft the change on the Constitution, if it 
were submitted to them. 

The proposition has been twice canvassed in the senatorial 
district, embracing the capital of the State, and approved by over· 
whelming majorities. With a firm confidence in the intell_igence 
anrl patriotism of the laboring and property holding voters of Texas, 
the undersi~ncd dis8ent from the report of the committee, and re­
commend the passage of the joint resolution that the people may 
vote upon the same.

1. The bill shall contain provisions both for sale and leuse of the 
achoo! land.

$2.50 for watered land, and $5.00 for timber land not suitable for 
lumber. 

3. The timher useful for lumber shall be sold, and the land re­
served. 

4. Pasture lands not timberecl shall he leased, by competition, for 
not less than three cents an acre, nor for longer terms than twenty 
yen rs. 

5. The land shall be sold on forty years' time. 
6. The rate of interest shall bR 4 per cent. 
7. The principal on deferred payments shall not be paid for ten 

years after sale. 
8. Corporations shall not he permitted to own more than 640 acres 

of the land. 
9. Forfeiture of the land shall be provided for without judicial 

ascertainment. · 
10. The amount of land that may he purchased by any one per­

S?n shall be confined to one section of forming land, or seven sec­
tions of unwatered pasture land. 

11. The land shall he ~old to actual s11ttlers only. 
12. Actual settlers shull have th" preference of purchase.
